of the city and many persons were 
killed. The gor-emor's mansion was de- 
molished. Also the brick yard and fac- 
tory with a wini; of Xhf tliree-story brick 
buildiu: in the jieuitenf iary known as 
the iK/.spital and commissary, with a 
panla!o »ii Am tory on the upper floor 
were blown down and totally destroyed. 
Forty were at work in the factory and 
and of tliese six were killed and twenty- 
two were wounded and horribly crushed. 
On the second floor was the hospitiil, 
where twe'ii v-six persons were under 
me<lical treatment, i'our of tiiese were 
killed and fourteen serioosly or fatally 

wounded. 

l iie alarm bells were rung and the 
fire department resjHinded and with citi- 
zens went to the w<nk of rescue. The 
scene was one of horror. A violent rain 
was falling, but the men worked hard 
an<l soon ha<l the dead and injured out 
of tlie debris.

Several grocery stores and stalls 
shoiw in this vi< inity were demolished. 
The loss on (jaric. lieddy & Comimny's 
briclc y.ir.i is covered by insurance. It 
is the oidy place in the city covered by a 
st'ii ia policy. 

In tlie ( iiy fifty houses at least were 
uni'oofeil Ml- destroyetL J. H. Yotmg 
.md mi inbi rs of his family were soriuus- 
ly hurt by the collap.se of their house on 
St. < "iiarles street. 

Mrs. tJotton, son and two da'i-litei-, 
living in a brick iiouse on M.iln sticc i, 
were injured by a falling lJui^illu,^ 
Mrs. Cotton received a dangerous blow 
on tlic lia< k iif tlie liead and also inter- 
nal injuries, while one of the girls was 
cut on the limb.

W a-ii:m.T(>n. .Inly 7. S«'nor Ronii^ro, 
the Mexican minister here, denies em- 
phatically the truth of tlie repoit pub- 
lished in a San Francisco dispatch to the 
effect that Mexico is ripe for a revolt 
against the Dias government. "Presi- 
dent Diaz." he said to a representative 
of the Unite<l Press, "has succeeded in 
keeping Mexico in peace for about four- 
teen years, more than any other govern- 
ment ever could do, and under the 
shadow of that peace the credit of Mex- 
ico has been restored, and about eight 
thousand miles of railway have been 
built. The country has oeen rapidly 
develowd,- for foreign trade has in- 
creased considerably, the public re- 
sources have trebled, the seeds of revolt 
have been destroyed, and the govern- 
ment is strong enough to suppress in the 
bud any insurrection which might take 
place."

has not been paiil." 

"This," said Si iior Romero, "is not «o, 
since the neces.sary fiind^ were sent from 
Mexico to London over a month ago.
